One  spent  rocket  body,  19^5  30C,  launched  by  the  USSR  on 
23  April  1965  > decayed  from  orbit  on  2 July  1965*  However, 
EOHAD  records  indicate  that  the  time  of  this  decay  was  03^2 
Gi'<cr,  plus  or  minus  ten  minutes.  The  National  Aeronautics 
and  Space  Administration  has  no  likely  explanation  for 
the  UFO  slating  in  question.
